The contract for the erection of 


*hc now Public Library was awarded 
to John P. Cullen & Bro.. of this city. 
at an adjourned regular meeting cf 
tho board of directors, last night. The 
board had adjourned to last night so 
as to act as soon as tho Eldred estate 
matter was settled. Tho ten thousand 
dollar gift of the late F. S. Eldred. It 
•will be remembered, was contlgent up- 
on that amount remaining In his es- 
tate, after paying tho other legacies. 
By tho adoption of thc executor's re- 
rort Tuesday. In County Court, It be- 
came certain that thero was 
more 


than thnt amount loft after paying the 
other legacies nnd that the $10,000 
•would be available on tho payment 
of this legacy. 


Accept Cullen Bro*.' Bid 


All of tho ten members of tho board 
vero present at the mooting last night 
r.nd n motion to accept the bid of J. 
P. Cullen &. Bro.. made last summer, 
being the lowest bid, was unanimously 
adopted, the bid having been reduce;! 
to changes which brought It within 
loo amount available. The president 
and secretary wero then unanimously 
•directed to enter Into a contract with 
Cullen & Tiros, which was then done. 
Tho contract calls for the erection 


iif the building leaylng the second 
slory partially unfinished for 
$.1.V 


000. 
It also provides for 
the finish- 


Ing of the upper story If ordered 
at 


any time before tho final completion 
of tho building for $1.93,-. additional. 
The building is to lie completed by 
November 1. 
The board expects to 


fully complete thc building but deem- 
ed It best not to enter Into the final 
contract for the upstairs finishing un- 
til later In the season. 


Plans Adapted Last Fall 


The plans and specifications upon 


which the) contract was let aro the 
ramo as adopted unanimously by the 
board lost fall. 
The board 
Is con- 


gratulating Itself nnd the city on be- 
llg able to let the contract nt such 
•a low figure. They were afraid that 
the necessary delav would greatly In- 
crease the cost of building In view 
of the rlso In building material during 
the last six months.

Tho plan of the first floor has been 


somewhat modified to give more book 
room and a larger room for the chil- 
dren's museum. 
The main vestibule 


remains the same, with the excep- 
tion that circular partitions dividing 
;he vestibule from tho library prop- 
or have been moved to thef ront and 
space inadef or ten book stacks In- 
(.lead of five as in thc original plans. 


The Children's Library 


In the children's library on the 


north-side of the building the parti- 
tion dividing the room has been dono 
nwnv with, making one large room ex- 
tending the whole depth of the build- 
Ing. 
Tho wardrobe, that formerly 


was In the center of the children's 
room has been taken out and In Its 
p'ace one largo wardrobe built ad- 
Joining tho main vestibule. 
These changes give more 
book 


room, and also makes a large commo- 
dlo'us room of then hlldrcn'n room.- 


Tho basement Is practically 
tho 


prime as In the original plans, con- 
sisting of a large document room with 
ten stacks for documents, a packing 
pud receiving room, toilet and boiler 
rooms. 
Two largo rooms for future 


extension beside the bollor and fuel 
looms aro also provided for. 


The interior of thc second story 


will not be finished at present but In 
the future when there Is money avail- 
able for this purpose will be put In 
shape to conform with the plans. 


A Handsome Outline

al treasury will make nn additional 
ronti Ibiitlon not to exceed one-half of 
iho estimated cost of the pensions. 


It Is estimated that there arc In the 


United Kingdom 450.000 persons who 
would he eligible to pensions under 
the law.

A good walk Is essential In the work 


Jiorse. If a horse walks well It Is al- 
'ogether probable he will trot well. 
The horse that Is mado to do a great 
•leal of trotting will walk slowly so 
as to rest up for the trotting, unless 
trained to bo a good walker.. 


In times of shortage a horso with 


a blemish sells verv well. Let tho 
opposite condition come, however, and 
the least blemish will stop a horse 
trade.
